Although not many people own nn 
inonbator, it is r^refor a pprwcm liv- 
ing in thsCS4MiHB|t to li.iM' fm ili- 
ties for the rfWiHHfrig of bees and 
thr makinfr of honey. A (ruccesgful 
'nrist hsfl shown by rcront ex- 
IKTinu iita that a beehive may serve 
(ho ptirpose of an incubator. He 
alighted upon this iliscovorv hy oh- 
sotrving that the proper trmporatujo 
of incnbators is exactly pqtial to that 
which the queen I'O innintnin? in 
the interior of the hive. Why not 
^ive the bees a chflnro to do two 
things at once — h, i I l^o 

pursue their ordinary vocation ? In 
irder to do this hf arranged a spi'- 
niog of quadrangular cage, or box, 
over the bottom of which he deposit- 
■'d a cloth. This he put over the hive 
in the manner of a roof arranged 
fust over the chamber where the bees 
trere bnsie.ef. Then he put two dost- 
m cpcrs • rioth, protecting 

tlieni from . uir,;.ct with tiie air b^ 
flannel wrnppings, and let matters 
Knkp thrir unirsf. After the normal 
incubator time for hatching had 
elapsed he found that he had 
liaffht'cl eighteen chickens from 
twenty-four eggs. The experiment 
was repeated with eqnal success, an^ 
then he arranged earh beehive witl 
a cage. He finds that, on the aver- 
age, be sncceeds better with a hun- 
dred eggs hatched in this manner 
with the connivance of a dozen hens.

PERPETUAL MOTION.,
